Maga, Coroner, toaobing the Death of Mohrt Lindieg Manknercr, and Verdict of Jury 
thereon. 

Countyof Armagh,! Informations of Witnesses taken this 24th day of May 1850, in tlie 
to wit. J town of Crossmaglen, in the county of Armagh, before Joshua Michael 
Magee, one of Her Majesty’s Coroners for said county, touching the death of Robert 
linosey Maleverer, then and there lying dead, as follows : — 

Jeremiagk SPBonnell, of Crossmaglen, in the county of Armagh, innkeeper, hmg sworn on 
the Holy Evangelist, deposeth and saith, — That I keep an inn in the town of Crossmaglen; 

I knew the deceased, he was agent for the Tipping property, situate in the neighbourhood of 
Crossmaglen, in the county Annagh. Deceased had been in the habit of coming to my 
house for a year and nine months past, for the purpose of receiving rents. He came last on 
the 17th instant, and he remained at my house from the 17th up to yesterday. During the 
week deceased had been engaged on the business of tire estate, letting bogs, and receiving 
rents. There were two or three tenants of the Tipping estate distrained for non-payment of 
rent lately, within the last month. The names of the tenants distrained were, Mrs. Jackson, 
widow Hale, of Annagar, and aman named Mageeney, of Mobane. At half-past 12 o clock 
on yesterday, the 23d instant, deceased left my house on a car, drawn by one home, and 
driven by mv servant man, named Patrick M't^ally, which deceased engaged to go to the 
railway station at Culloville, to meet the down train to Castleblany, at 12 minutes past one. 
The first time I heard of deceased’s intention of leaving was about thi-ee-quarters ot an hour 
before his disparture. Deceased and the driver were the only persons who were on the car. 
The driver sat on the off wde of the car, and the deceased sat on the near side. M‘Nally had 
been previously engaged drawing turf. About four minutes after deceased had expressed his 
intention of leaving, I told M'Nally to get the car ready. He did so, and brought the car to 
the front of the house, where the car remained waiting deceased for the space of twenty 
minutes. M'Nally drove the car in the direction of Culloville, which is about a mile and a 
quarter distant from Crossmaglen. Within twenty-five minutes after the car left, M'Nally 
returned with the car, having the deceased’s trunk upon it. I was in the shop when the ear 
arrived ; on seeing the cat I ran out, and said, “ What’s the matter ?” M'Nally replied, “ Mr. 
Maleverer is murdered.” 1 told M'Nally to bring on the car, and I ran to the house of Mr. 
Holmes, the police officer. M'Nally followed witli the car. I told Mr. Holmes what M'Nally 
said. The trunk had been tied on the car when leaving; it was in the same state on the return 
of the car; we loosed the trunk off the car. Mr. Holmes got on the car, and I drove the horse 
in the direction of Culloville ; and at about a mile distant from Crossmaglen, we found the de- 
ceased lying on the side of the road, being the same side he sat on the car. He lay across the 
side of tLe road, his head towards the nnddle of the road, his feet towards the ditch; part 
of his hodv was on the grass on the side of the road. There was fresh blood on the ground, 
where his Wad lay; he lay on his face ; I did not remark his hat; he had wounds on the back 
of his head. Mr. Holmes and I lifted him up ; he was then breathing ; he was not able to 
speak. We placed him with his back to the ditch ; the ditch was low ; Mr. Holmes and I 
held him in a sitting position. I saw three marks upon tire front or top of the head. The 

brains 
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brains protruded from the back part of the head. There was no person near deceased when 
we first arrived ; a number of people, about twenty, came. Mr. Holmes called for water, 
which was brought by a boy whom I do not know. Mr. Holmes poured some water on 
deceased’s head. The head was very much injured, and ail the face and head covered with 
blood. We remained until the police came, about ten minutes. There was life in him when 
we left. Mr. Holmes and 1 drove into Crossmaglen; on our way into Crossmaglen we met 
Di‘. M'Parlan going towards where deceased lay. The place where we found deceased is a 
retired place ; there is a curve in the road, and there are rocks on the right-hand side of the 
road ; and there was a heap of stones in the field on the left-hand side. The deceased 
usually carried a walking-stick. I remember having iianded him his umbrella when leaving, 
but I do not recollect seeing the stick with him on the car. I have looked at a stick now 
produced, with blood and hair, apparently human hair, upon it ; I believe that to be the 
deceased’s stick. I had no conversation with M‘Nally since upon the subject of the 
murder. M'Nally has been in custody since yesterday evening. I examined the cushions 
of the car about eight o’clock on yesterday evening; upon the cushion upon which the 
deceased sat there are a number of spots of blood. These marks were not upon it when 
deceased left. 1 knew the cushion he sat on ; for I put the other, which has a stain upon 
it, under the driver. There ai-e three spots of blood upon the driver’s cushion. These I saw 
last evening; they are also recent, and occurred after the deceased left. The trunk was 
tied on the rail in front. There were a good many spots of blood in the well, and along the 
side of the well of the car. During the car was standing at the door, awaiting 
deceased’s d^arture, I observed deceased's bailiff, William Huston ; a man named O’Brien, 
the bog bailiff; a man named Thomas Hughes, a writing clerk ; and a man named Michael 
Morgan, at and about the door. About five minutes before deceased left, Morgan came 
running to my house, and sat down on a chair in the hall. I had understood that Morgan 
had forgotten some papers, and that he was obliged to go for them, and return before the 
deceased’s departure. After Morgan’s return, deceased packed up. Morgan bad been at 
my house before that, on yesterday. Deceased’s hat-case was in the well of the car ; there 
are marks of blood upon it. The place from which M'Nally drew the turf is situate in 
Criefkieran, close to the Culloville road, and about a quarter of a mile on the Crossmaglen 
side of where the murder took place. After the murder, M'Nally was engaged during the 
evening drawing turf from the same place. I called to M'Nally from the steps of the back 
door (he being at a distance down the yard) to draw the turf; that was the only conversa- 
tion I had with M‘Nally during the evening. A short time after the murder the deceased 
was removed to my house; M.‘Nally was then brought to the barrack, and afterwards dis- 
chaiged ; and again he was taken during the evening, and has been since in custody. M'Nally 
said, that when he was driving on to Culloville, he, M'Nally, heard deceased cry “ Murder,” 
and that he then heard a “ shot, same as a pistol, fired.” That his horse mn away. That he 
had “to come off the car for the purpose of pulling him up; and that when he pulled the horse 
and turned the car, he saw the deceased on the giouud. That he then drove home.” That 
is all I remember M‘Nally having said. I heard Mr. Holmes ask M‘Nally if he had seen any- 
body ; and he replied, “ he did not.”

Michael Morgan, of Coolderry, in the county of Armagh, bailiff, being sworn on the Holy 
Evangelist, deposeth and saith,— I have known the deceased a year and a half past; de- 
ceased was agent for the Reverend Mr. Hamilton; during the time above mentioned 
deceased was Receiver under die Court of Chancery for Mr. Stanniis Tipping’s property; 
deceased was lately appointed Receiver for Mr. Jones: each of these gentlemen were getting 
an equal share of rent out of the same property, which is situate near Crossmaglen ; three 
separate receipts were given for the rent. I hold land on tliis estate ; I paid the rent in three 
parts, two to^e deceased and one to Mr. Rowland : formerly we paid our rent together; 
latterly we paid our rent in separate parts. Proceedings were taken by each of these gentle- 
men to enforce their rents separately. Since the 1 st of May 1 received from the deceased 
four distress warrants to distrain th'e goods of Sarah Hale, of Anneyad ; David Jackson, of 
Urquer ; Owen Lamb and Thomas Lamb, of Drumbaliy. I executed two of these warrants 
upon the goods of Sarah Hale and David Jackson ; I took a couple of heifers of Hale’s and 
seven cows ; four heifers and a bull of David Jackson’s property. I distrained Hale on or 
about the 3d of May, and Jackson on the lOtli of May ; I impounded Hale’s cattle m 
Crossmaglen; they allowed the cattle wei'e not Mrs. Hale’s, but belonged to Tom Gartlony 
and John Stephens. Deceased got bail for the rent, and the heifers were released, when we 
distrained Jackson’s cattle ; they were rescued by a number of people, who took them from 
us and drove them to Urquer House. Six people, Francis Lennaghan, Patrick Keenan, 
JoW M'Cabe, William Marks, Catherine M'Cabe and Lawrence M'Cabe, were summoned 
by William Huston and 1 to the Magistrates’ Bench, at Crossmaglen, for the last court day, 
on Saturday the 18 th instant. It was the deceased who directed the summonses to be taken 
out. There was a trial before the magistrates. The parties summoned appeared there. _ The 
deceased appeared there. The notices were not correctly filled, and the case was dismissed. 
After the trial, deceased told me that Jackson should be disti-ained again, the first oppor-

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tunity, wlien tlie cattle would be got on the lands, and if he got nothing on the property, be 
•would* mark an order of a writ against him. Since then I did not see any distress of David 
Jackson on the lands. I'bere was a great many ejectments and notices to quit served by tlie 
deceased on the tenants of the lands over which the deceased was the agent. As near as I 
can compute, there were of ejectments and notices to quit, 200 in all. There were ejectments 
brought to evict the interests of a middle-man whose lease dropped ; the notices were 
served by Mr. Rowland about a year ago. There were ejectments brought by deceased lately 
on these notices; the tenants served were those who were unable to pay a year’s rent. If 
they had paid him a year’s rent, 1 think he would not have disturbed them. Deceased had 
a great mimber of Civil Bill Decrees against the tenants ; three of which he got executed 
since May commenced ; they were all settled ; none of the goods were sold. On Wednesday 
I saw deceased at the bog. I did not hear of his intention of leaving until three-quarters of 
an hour before he left. I was in Crossmaglen yesterday morning ; about twelve o’clock I 
heard of his intention of going away; William Huston told me deceased wanted papers 
which -were in my house; 1 then left fcrossmaglen ; went to my house and returned with tire 
papers ; I ran all the way ; I did not tell anybody deceased was about to leave ; I live at 
Coolderry, two miles from Crossmaglen ; I saw deceased leave Crossinaglen ; after he left, 
Huston O’Brien, Bernard Callaghan and I, sat down in Mr. M'DonneU’s, and reramned there 
until the news of the murder came. After I heard of the mui'der, I met M‘Nally in the street 
of Crossmaglen; he was coming from Mr. Holme’s, and going in the direction of Mr. 
M'Donnell’s ; he had a hat-case in bis hand. I asked while I was running, was it true what 
we heard from the girl ? M'Nally said, “ Mr. Maleverer was murdered.” I went to where 
the deceased lay ; his body was drawn into Crossmaglen in a cart ; I returned after the 
corpse; in McDonnell’s yard, after the return of the corpse, M'Nally said, “he heard the 
deceased shout ‘Murder;’ that a shot was then fired; the horse ran away about thirty 
perches ; that he had to come off the car before he could stop tie horse, and that be saw- 
deceased on the ground, and that he saw no person in view.” I never heard any one threaten 
deceased. Deceased used a walking-stick; I saw the stick in his band leaving Crossmaglen, 
and I saw the same stick at the place he was murdered ; I look at the stick now produced ; 
I have no doubt that is the deceased’s stick. I saw deceased’s watch, his pistols and his 
purse, after he was carried to Crossmaglen.

John Af‘Par?an, of Crossmaglen, in the county aforesaid, surgeon, being sworn on the 
Holy Evangelist, deposeth and saith, — About the hour of one o’clock in the afternoon of 
yesterday, I saw the deceased ; he Uien lay on side of the road in the townland of Crief- 
Jcieran, between Crossmaglen and CuUoville, near the house of a man named Terence 
Donnelly ; deceased lay -with his hack against the ditch ; he was then dead ; the head was 
covered with blood ; there was blood o,n hie breast and clothes ; there was fresh blood 
oozing out of the head on the light side, posterior to the ear and above it; I removed 
the clot, and found the scull fractured; I did not then examine the head particu- 
larly. 1 have this day made an examination of deceased in conjunction with Dr. 
Donaldson; I find on the right and poslerior side of the head, and above the ear, a 
wound of the scalp, about five inches in length ; it is continuous, commencing from the 
occipital hone, and running across the parietal bone, '^fhe edges of the wound are not 
lacerated; 1 call it an insied wound. On raising the scalp, I found the scull a mass of 
fractures. About half an inch above the wound I have described, I find a wound of three 
inches in length ; the edges of this wound ai’e a good deal lacerated. On removing the 
scalp, I find the scull under that wound dinged in. Immediately behind and above the 
right ear, I found a punctured wound half an inch in length; the edges were close; this 
wound penetrated to the scull ; there was a slight^ wound in the ear. Corresponding on 
the occiput there was a wouiid two inches in length ; the scull was fractured beneath this 
wound. There was another wound immediately beneath that last described, of a punctured 
appearance; it penetrated to the scull. On the left side and back part of the head there 
was a wound three inches in length ; it was a contused wound ; the scull was fractured under 
that wound. There was another wound immediately below and adjoining the wound 
last described, two and a half inches in length ; that was a contused wound. There was 
another wound on the back and left side of the head, two and a half inches in length ; it 
was a lacerated wound; the scull was broken under that also. On the top of the head 
in front and left side there is a contused wound two and a half inches in length ; there was 
no fracture of tlie scull there. There were in all nine external wounds on the head and 
ear. On the scalp being removed, the scull was a mass of fractures, so much so, that the 
whole of the back part of the scull was so fractured, the hones were easily removed. These 
wounds, with the two exceptions, were made by a blunt instrument. I searched the brain ; 
I did not discover any bullet. 'I’hers was one circular wound above and behind the right 
ear ; that was the only wound likely to be caused by a gun-shot. I searched, and could 
not find any corresponding wound on the opposite side of the head. I have looked at a stone 
now produced ; the point of that atone, which had blood upon it, would occasion the circular 
•wound above mentioned. There was a slight abrasion of the skin, about half an inch on 
® the 
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the left arm, and a slight blackness on the left knee. The wounds on his head were the cause 
of his death. A porfion of the brain was on the road, near a quantity of blood, when I first 



saw him.
